JEFFERSON CITY, March 15.—De- 

claring that the State’s revenue was 
- inadequate by one and one-half million 
dollars to meet appropriations for State 

institutions in 1908, Gov. Hadley sent a 
special message to the Legislature to- 
day urging the enactment of'‘an _ in- 
heritance tax law, licenses for whole- 
sale and retail liquor dealers other than 
dramshops, and the imposition of a 
State Ncense tax on wholesale and re- 
tail tobacco dealers, <A higher license 
for automobiles also is recommended. 

After reviewing the various revenue 
producing measures before the Assem- 
hiy, the Governor says:.“It is impor- 
tant that an inheritance tax should be 
imposed by the «tatutes. The National 
Government is confrented with the ne- 
ecessity of raising more revenue, and 

both President Roosevelt and President 
_"Jaft have recommended to the National 
Congress that it impose. a. graduated 
tax upon direct and collateral inherit- 
ances. 
Revenue Relongs to States. 
~ “I feel <hat this source or subject of 
_ t®xation does not belong to the Nation- 
al Government, but belongs to the sev- 
eral. states. 

“The property which the individual 
owns and which goes at his death to 
his descendants is protected by State 
laws and is transmitted under State 
laws. The National Government has 
other special sotrces or subjects of 
taxation of which it can avail itself 
which are not open to the State. 

“But unless the states act promptly in 
this matter, we are likely to find that 
the National Government has appropri- 
ated this source of subject of taxation 
and it will thereby become unavailable 

to the states to which it naturally and 
rightfully belongs. A tax upon inheri- 
tances collateral or direct, is now im- 
posed by 34 states, 


' - Jdeense Tax for Clubs. 

“In addition to these two sources or 
subjects of taxation, I feel that there 
‘should also be enacted into laws, bills 
now pending before you imposing¢a li- 
 cense tax upon wholesale and -Ttetail 
déalers in intoxicating liquors, other 
vee ¢han dram shops, including clubs and 
voluntary associations. Such a law is 
not only necessary and advisable, from 
the standpoint of gaining additional 
_§ revenue, subjecting to taxation franchis-

gary from the standpoint of regulating

He was 
considered authority on snails and had 
a fine collection of shells. He was a 
church worker and his family life ap- 
peared ideal. His first wife died before 
he met his present spouse.

J. Frank, awakened her, after discover- 


ing that burglars had chloroformed them 


both and robbed their home at 5325 Wells 
avenue of jewelry valued at $2760. 

The handkerchief is one which Mrs. 
Frank never saw before. It is small, 
and of inexpensive material. The im- 
probability of a man carrying,such a 
handkerchief has suggested to Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank, and to the police, that a 
woman, ofA nave aasisted’ in ‘the- Dbiips. 
glary. 

The husband, who feund his aching 
head covered with a  drug-saturated 
towel when he awoke long after his 
accustomed time Sunday morning, re- 
membered that he had offered Saturday 
night, in a erowd of strangers, to bet 
$10,000 on Kreismann’s election to the 
mayoralty. 

Probably Followed From Saloon, 

Frank said Monday that he thought 
he might have been followed to his 
home from the Easton avenue saloon 
where he made the offer of a wager. 
Several men, he said, left the place 
just after he did. 

That at least one man took part in 
the burglary was indicated by the deep 
indentations of a jimmy with which the 
tightly fastened dining room window of 
the Frank home had been pried open. 
This took a strong wrist. 

Frank, who is a director in the Jacob 
Frank Mercantile Co., 821 North Sixth 
street, went to bed at 1 a. m. Sun- 
day. He is accustomed to sieep not 
more than five hours, and arises at 6 
a. m. on Sundays as on week days. 

It was 8:35 a. m. Sunday when 
awoke, his temples throbbing, and 
lifted a pungent-smelling towel from 
his face. His eyes smarted, and as he 
looked about ne saw .at once that his 
room had been ransacked. 

The bureau drawers were open, and 
two satchels, which had contained most 
of Mr. and Mrs. Frank’s valuables, 
stood open and empty in the middle of 
the floor, where they had been dragged 
from a closet. 

Found His Wife Urnconscious. 

As Frank realized that he had been 
chloroformed and rebbed, he stepped 
from his room, which is the rear of 
two bedrooms, to that occupied by his 
wife, next the dining room. He saw 
her ng motionless, the small hand- 
kerchief across her face. He threw the 
bit af cloth upon the fleer, and, opening 
a window, let in the air. 

His wife, half awakened, put her 
hands to her head and uttered a cry 
of pain. She .was dizzy, and was not 
able at first to arise. 

When they went back to the hus- 
band’s roem and examined the bureau 

d the closet, they found that the 
burglars had taken $46 in cash from 
a_box, $ from ene of the satchels, and 
all the jewelry. The articles of jew- 
elry, with their valuation by Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank, were: 

Only One Room Ransaecked. 
One pair of diamond cuff buttons, cost

No evidence of ransacking was found 
except in Frank’s bedroom. Apparently 
the burglars, after chloroforming Mrs. 
Frank, looked ibout her room and de- 
cided that the valuables were else- 
where, then went to the husband's 
room. A gas jet which Frank had left 
burning in the ball near Mrs. Frank's 
door was turned out by the burglars, 
probably just Gefore they left the house. 

The dining. room opens into a hall 
along which the two bedrooms are situ- 
ated. Apparently the burgiars left as 
they entered, by the dining room win-

Peter Hyde, Who Put Away 
$3000 During St. Louis Fair, 
Pays $5000 Down. 








Peter Hyde, 26 years old, who saved 
$3000 while workifg as a Hotel Jeffer- 
son bell boy during the World’s Fair, 
has bought the “Y” Hotel at Davis 
Ill., says a press dispatch 


from Cincinnati, where the young bell 
boy. capitalist has been: working as 
“captain’’ of the Sinton Hotel “bell 
hops.”’ 

The Illinois Hetel was bought for $12,- 
000, young Hyde told. an interviewer, of 
which price he paid $5000 in cash. He 
has left Cincihnati ‘to “take charge of 
his new businéss venture. 

“Pete always was after the money,” 
said Otto E. Sonnenberg, room clerk at 
the Jefferson Hotel Monday, ‘“‘and he 
usually got it. I’m satisfied that he 
had as much as $5000 to put into any 
venture he wanted to go into. And I 
know he had something in mind, for he 
wrote me two or three weeks ago that 
he had a plan underway but that he 
wasn't quite ready to talk about it. He 
said he wanted to take me in with him 
when he was ready. 

“He was a saving kid always. He 
came here from Yonkers, N. Y., shortly 
before the Fair and worked, as a bell 
boy throughout the Fair. Then he got 
to be cashier. Several boys saved a lot 
of money during the Fair. 

“Tim Murray saved. $2000. He went 
east and is now either at the Waldorf- 
Astoria or the Lakewood Howse at 
Lakewood, N. J. Manley Wright, who 
Was a page boy during the Fair, saved 
a big bunch of money, too, I don’t 
know just how much.” 

Sonneberg and Hyde were associates 
in one unsuccessful’ business venture. 
That was at Barstow, Tex., where they 
started a hotel some time after the 
Fair. 

“Pete got married while we were down 
there,” says Sonnenberg. ‘His wife was 
a St. Louis girl who had moved to El 
Paso. When he got married I sold out 
my share in the hotel—it wasn’t a mon- 
ey maker—and came back to 8t. Louis. 
He hung on till the panic and then the 
bank he bad all his savings in. tailed. 

“I think the bank gave him’ a piece 

of land instead of the money he had on 
deposit and I guess he's sold that land 
and the hotel. He went to Maine, I 
know, and werked a while, and then te 
Cincinnati. He always was ambitious to 
own his own hotel.”’

TACOMA, Wash., March 15.—Joshua 
Klein; mystic and occultist, was found 
guilty of an assault with a deadly wea- 
pon against Miss Dora Culberson, and 


today awaits sentence, possibly to two 


years’ imprisonment, in the Superior 
Court. Klein will be deported immedi- 
ately upon his release from prison, when 
his sentence has expired. Alexander 8. 
Fulton, United States Immigration In- 
spector, declared he would have taken 
steps to have Klein sent from the coun- 
try on grounds of insanity if he had 
not been convicted of crime. 

Klein was little affected when the ver- 
dict was read after the jury had delib- 
erated 10 hours. Appargntly he realized 
he had ruined his chances of acquittal 
by his strange conduct in court Satur- 
day when, with blazing eyes and livid 
features, he drew himself to the full 
height of his 7 feet and entered upon 
a harangue which the Judge, .court at- 
taches and even his own attorney were 
unable to interrupt.

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WORLD PLEADS 
NOT GUILTY IN 
LIBEL ACTION

NEW YORK, March 15.—The Press 
Publishing Co., publishers of the New 
York World, through its counsel, De- 
lancey Nicoll, pleaded not guilty before 
Judge Holt in the Federal Court today 
to the charge of criminal libek in West 
Point and the New York Postoffice in 
the Panama Canal case. 

Counsel for Caleb VanHamm, an editor 
of The World, also entered a plea of 
not guilty to a similar charge in be- 
half of Mr. Van Hamm. Counsel was 
granted one: week to prepare a special 
pleading as to the jurisdiction of the 
court. 

Mr. Van Hamm was paroled in his. 
attorney's custody. 

No question of jurisdiction was raised 
by counsel for the Press Publishing Co., 
but Mr. Untermyer, for Mr. Van Hamm, 
said he wished leave to withdraw the 
plea of not guilty for his client and 
argue apart from the regular plea as to 
jurisdiction. He cited as precedent for 
such action the decision of Judge Hum- 
phrey in the beef company cases, when 
he allowed the special plea of immunity 
to be argued before the regular plea of 
not guilty. 

The Court held that the special plea 
must be argued within a week. Mr. 
Untermyer said that the question he 
wished to bring up in the interest of 
Mr. Van Hamm was as to just where 
the publication of the alleged libel took 
place.

CONFESSES AND. 
HUSBAND'S SHOT 


Despoiler of Texas Home Asks 
Slayer to Level Gun at 
His Heart. 





FORT WORTH, Tex., March 1.— 
red, Morris, 24 years old, who forced a 
written confession from Otto H. Meyer, 
who had despoiled his home, and then 
shot him to death, is in jail today rely- 
ing solely on the statement Meyer signed 
before his death for an acquittal on the 
charge of murder. Morris has made a 
full detaiiment of his deed to the po- 
lice, describing how Meyer bared his 
breast and, with arms. spread out, 
begged the man who was about to kill 
him to shoot straight and strike the 
heart. 

Morris waived preliminary examina- 
tion this mérning before Judge Bartton 
and says he will be able to furnish 
$10,000 bond as required. 

Meyer was two years Morris’ senior. 
While employed as a musician and 
singer in a theater at Denton, the home 
of the Morris family, he became ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Morris, the mother 
of a 2-year-old boy. The paper bearing. 
Meyer’s alleged confession of improper 
conduct with Mrs. Morris is headed 
with the words: ‘‘Fred knows all about 
our relations,’”’ and is signed by the 
young wife herself. 

Morris’ confession of the killing to 
the police is that he demanded a writ- 
ten statement from Meyer at the point 
of a revolver in the Worth Hotel room. 

Says He Shot te Kill, 

“When he signed his name I fired and 
I meant to shoot him through the 
heart,’’ he is quoted as saying when ar- 
rested at the scene of the tragedy. 

The text of Meyer’s purported confes- 
sion is that during the absence of Mor- 
ris on business trips for a cotton firm 
he won the confidence of Mrs. Morris. 

‘“T loved the baby and was kind to 
its mother,’’ are the words in the »tate- 
ment. “This confession is given of my 
own free will, and for all, I ask God’s 
forgiveness.’’ These are the last writ- 
ten or uttered words by Meyer before 
his death, according to Morris. Morris 
says he met Meyer first Friday evening 
in Fort Worth, although it was partly 
by an appointment arranged in a letter 
of Mrs. Morris to Meyer asking Meyer 
to meet her husband March 14 and con- 
sider a theatrical project at Weather- 
ford. 

The idea of their engaging a single 
room was not discussed until the two 
men registered at the hotel Saturday 
evening, 20 minutes before the killing. 
Morris is a tall, slender, fair-complex- 
ioned young man of refined appearance.

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A SIMPLIFIED ISSUE. 

Reduced as nearly as possible to its lowest 
terms after all legal proceedings and court de- 
cisions, the issue between the laws of Missouri and 
the Standard Oil system is now simpeiec so that 
it can be understood at once. 

The proceedings against two subsidiary com- 
panies, aliases of the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey, were not directed as an issue against that 
company. Their ouster from the State was in so 
much a veto of its operation in Missouri under 
the names of these two subsidiary corporations, 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana and the Repub- 
lic Oil Co. As an ouster, it is now suspended sub- 
ject to the final potion of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

The Waters-Pierce Oil Co., after paying its fine, 
remains in the State under suspension of court 
judgment for past violation of the Missouri law 
against monopoly combination. Whether the local 
managers of the company wish it or not, it is‘ac- 
mitted that a majority of its stock is controlled 
by the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey, as it has 
been, since it was acquired as part of the general 
monopoly plan ‘of driving independent corpora- 
tions out of the oil business in Missouri. 

Although it hag not succeeded in its plan for 
securing a trustee representing the Missouri @tate 
Government as,a member of its trust system, ‘he 
Standard Oil Co. of New. Jersey has been subjected 
only to a fuller definition of the laws on the secret 
evasion of open violation of which its monopoly 
system depends. The parent monopoly has not 
been made accountable to law, and there has been 
no apparent attempt to reach it.

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HUMAN NATURE “ON PROBATION.” 

The report of the probation officer of the St. 
Louis Juvenile Court has already received the 
consideration it deserves in one highly important 
respect. When 38 children out of 152 paroled on 
good behavior violate their parole, it is an im- 
portant fact that this is 25 per cent’ of the total. 
It shows the great difficulties of perfecting human 
nature against what have been calléd the “worst 
difficulties of a city environment.” 

After the difficulties have been Ber § it is 
only necessary to turn the percentage around so 
that the comparison will face forward, to make 
an important discovery. This is, that in spite of 
what are supposed to be the worst difficulties of 
“city environment,” the average for the credit 
of human nature stands 76 out of the. possible 
100, when the possible 100 is made up of those 
who have had the greatest disadvantages and 
the fewest advantages. . 

In his last. and most famous work, his “Sketch 
of the Progress of the Human Mind,” Condorcet 
predicted its continuous progress in spite of the 
worst. He did not then have such a favorable 
showing as this on which to base his prediction.

Its more prominent mem- 
bers are Allene Crater, Ethel Johnson, 
Edward Begley. David L. Don, Nea! 
McCay, Claude Cooper, Carl Gantvoort, 
Florence Quinn and Charies Dex, play- 
ers who lose no opportunity for effect- 
ive scoring, and the vocal and orches- 
tral attractiveness of tne offering is 
admirably maintained.
